A graduate of Phillips academy, 
Amherst college and» the Andover 


Theological seminary, he received _ 


his A. B. degree from Amherst, 
Lttd. from Amherst, M.A. at Yale, 
Litt.D. from Harvard, and S.T.B. 
from the theological seminary, . 
An outstanding ball player he 
left a notable record at Phillips 
academy and Amherst, and had 


turned down offers to play with - 


professional teams. 

He served as headmaster of Phil- 
lips from 1903 to. 1938 during its 
sreat period of development, and 
although he resigned because of {ll 
health he maintained his active in- 
terest in education and the town. 

Since his retirement from the 
academy he had been trustee of 
Amherst, from which he recently 
resigned, a trustee of Lawrence 
academy, the Hssex institute at 
Salem, the New England Home for 
Deaf Mutes, the J. G. Whittier 
Homestead association, the Mer- 
rimack & Cambridge Mutual Fire 
Insurance companies, and the An- 
dover Savings bank. 

Born in Orange, N. J., he was a 
descendent of one of» America’s 
first families. His first ancestor in 
America was Issac Stearns who 
landed in Salem in 1630 along with 
John Winthrop, first governor of 
Massachusetts, and George Phil- 
lips, whose descendent Lt. Gov. 
Samuel Phillips founded Phillips 
academy. 

In 1780 when the ‘academy was 
incorporated the names of the trus- 
tees included Josiah Stearns and 
Jonathan French, both great grand- 
fathers of Dr. Stearns. When ap- 
pointed headmaster of the academy 
he succeeded his uncle, Dr. CG. P. 
F. Bancroft who had served as 
headmaster for 30 years. 

While a student at Phillips he 
was voted the most popular man 
and best athlete in his class and 
at Amherst he made the varsity 
baseball team in his freshman 
year and was elected team cap- 
tain for the next three years. He 
was a member of several societies 
of letters and was named class 
orator in recognition of his schol- 
astic achievements. 

Uncertain whether to take up 
baseball or teaching he decided 
upon the latter becoming an in- 
structor at Hill school in Pennsyl- 
vania. He returned to Andover for 
further study at the seminary and 
to instruct in history at the acad-

TROUBLE ON THE HIGHWAYS 


Throughout the country, the problem of heavy commercial 
highway traffic has become acute—as a long list of governors, 
road commissioners, and other officials have testified. 


First of all, the huge, modern commercial truck-and-trailer 
outfits are breaking down the roads faster than we can main- 
tain and rebuild them. Highways which are capable of with- 
standing the maximum weights are incredibly costly, and are 
not needed for ordinary motor car and truck traffic, This phase 
of the problem is complicated by the fact that some operators 
consistently disregard even the most liberal state laws govern- 
ing weights. 

The tax factor grows steadily more serious. This is a con- 
troversial matter. But it is clear that the motorists are, to 
varying degrees, subsidizing this particular commercial busi- 
ness. By comparison, the great industry. with which the highway 
carriers compete, the railroads, must buy, build and maintain 
their own right of ways, and pay heavy taxes while so doing. 


Finally, there is the question of highway safety. In California, 
for instance, the state public utilities commission has ordered 
an investigation into this phase of the matter. As the Reno 
Gazette observes, some commercid! highway operators. and 
drivers ‘regard the highways as their private right of way. 
Without regard to other traffic, they hog the roads, and by 
their sheer size and weight, force smaller vehicles to give way.” 

No industry can expect the public to accept this situation 
indefinitely. The fact that many states are seeking ways and 
means to correct it shows how the wind blows.

People must first learn that the product is available, 
what it is for, what it will do, how it will save time, save work, 
save money, or make life safer, fuller, more enjoyable in one 
way or another. It is advertising’s function to tell them. 


As more people want the product the cost of production is 
lowered, for it is only because of mass production that so many 
of our wonderful household devices and other things can be 
sold at a price that brings them within reach of millions instead 
of hundreds. 


In addition, advertising provides the public with a safeguard 
that is not always recognized. For the manufacturer, investing 
sizable sums in advertising, realizes that the volume of sales 
that will repay his investment can be insured only by producing 
an honest product that will live up to his claims.

NEXT WINTER‘S WEATHER—WET 


Next winter’s weather, ‘‘wet.'’ November and December will 
be bitter cold and contain more storms than usual, January 
milder but wintry. On Feb. 2 the groundhog will find the 
weather so bad that he will not come out of his hole during the 
day, but in the evening it will clear and he will see his shadow 
by the light of the moon. 


No, we are not usurping the duties of the weather bureau, 
just quoting some highlights from ‘‘The Old Farmer's Almanac’’ 
for 1950 which has just come off the presses with its sage 
advice and predictions about the weather, particularly the New 
England variety. 


And when venerable ‘‘Abe’’ Weatherwise makes his forecasts 
in the ‘‘Alamanck”’ all New England, and in fact all United 
States, gives heed, for ‘‘Abe’’ has a record for accuracy that is 
uncanny. 


The last six winters—first, ‘‘mild,’’ then ‘‘turbulent,”’ then 
“wet,’’ then ‘‘old fashioned,’’ next ‘white, long and cold,"’ and 
finally last year’s ‘‘not so cold’’—followed his predictions, and 
anyone who followed the Almanac for eastern weather last 
year checked off an almost 100 percent correlation, day by day 
and week by week. 


As genuinely Yankee as New. England itself, the Almanac 
originally was strictly a farmer’s calendar. Later on, though 
such matters were not neglected, little moral and prudential 
observations were inserted and now in the 158th year of con- 
tinuous publication, the little volume has a great variety of 
new, useful, and entertainirfig matter between its familiar 
yellow covers.

Western Europe The Key 

But the United States had be- 
come internationally minded and 
acutely aware of the future, The 
world had become a  2-Power 
world of the United States and 
Russia. Between them lay Western 
Europe with its great potential 
productive capacity and a highly 
technical population. Western Eu- 
rope was the key to the future. Its 
weight could tilt the seales for 
Russia or the United States. And 
of primary importance was Ger- 
many with its 70-odd millions of 
people and the highly industrial- 
ized Ruhr valley. 


Four-Power control of post-war 
Germany very quickly resolved in- 
to a struggle between Hast and 
West. The political future of Ger- 
many was in 1945 and still is in 
1949 the great question mark of 
international politics. And in the 
answer may well lie the future 
peace of Europe and the world. 


Berlin Blockade A 
Means To An End 


The cold war of the Berlin 
blockade and airlift was quite 
simply the opening gun of the 


fight. Russia wanted to starve out 
the two and a half million Berlin- 
ers in the western sector of the 
city. By contrast, Hastern zone 
Berliners under Soviet control 
would look prosperous. They 
would eat at least. The Russians 
hoped that the Allies would be 
discredited and would leave all 
Berlin to Russia. That would be 
the first step backwards by the 
Allies. 

With that victory in hand, Rus- 
sia would then agitate for the 
withdrawal of the Allies from 
Western Germany. That would 
be the second defeat for the United 
States. The next ones would not 
be long in coming. Communism in 


Italy, strikes in France, Russia 
well entrenched in the central 
Mediterranean, and close to, if 


not across the borders of France. 
Marshall Plan A Countermove 
But calculations went wrong. 
The Allies not only stayed in Eu- 
rope. They fed Berlin, and they 
fed all western Hurope by the 
Marshall Plan. This last step was 
perhaps the crowning disappoint- 
ment to For it cut the 
ground from under their feet. It 
would prevent chaos and discon- 
tent. It would weaken the possi- 
bilities for communism. How bDit- 
terly the Russians still oppose the 
Plan can be gathered from Com- 
rade Malenkov’'s official speech in 
Moscow on the 82nd anniversary 
of the Bolshevik revolution. ‘Is 
it not true that the origin of the 
preparations for a new war is to 


Moscow. 


be found in the notorious Mar- 
shall Plan . one of the main 
functions of the Plan consists in 


insuring the forced militarization 
of Western European economy.” 


Democratic Western 
German Government 


By the spring of 1948 the stale- 
mate in 4-Power control of Ger- 
many convinced the Allies that a 
Western German governmem must 
RK set up. The Allies were afraid 
that serious inflation and economic 
dislocation would bring about the 
complete collapse of Germany. It 
was the Allied decision to reform

THE D IN DUTCH 
Editor of the Townsman: 

An article in the Townsman 
mentions over and over the 


“dutch” elm disease, with a small 
d. Since everybody knows Dutch 
takes a big D, this is an invitation 
to guess why this revolutionary 
move to the small d is made. 


Guessing at somebody else's 
motives is one of the riskiest 
things in the world, but a possible 
guess might be like this. The 
writer or the printer, whichever 
gave us the small d, had a book 
that said the capital letter was to} 
be used on proper adjectives. He 
found a dictionary saying that a 
proper adjective was one derived 
from a proper noun, He knew 
Dutch did not. come from any 
proper noun. So he concluded that 
it did not come under the rule 
for the capital letter. 

But there are'two things wrong 
with that argument. First, there 
is no such thing as a proper adjec- 
tive; it is a slangy nonsense-name 
used by careless schoolbook- 
writers. Next, it is true that when 
some people use this term the 
dictionary has to define it (for it 
is a dictionary’s duty to define 
bad words as well as good, only it 
ought to label the bad ones), but 
the definition given does not fit 
what the people who talk about 
proper adjectives mean. 

The rule, stated with reasonable 
correctness, is that we capitalize 
adjectives of nationality or habi- 
tation. Some of these, such as Ital- 
ian, Spanish, Cuban, come from) 
proper names. Others, like Dutch, 
Eskimo, Hoosier, Basque, have no 
connection with any proper name. 
Still others, like German, Swiss, 
Arab, Afghan, have an associated 
proper name, but the derivation 
goes the opposite way: the proper 
names of Germany, Switzerland, 
Arabia, Afghanistan, come from 
the shorter words, not the shorter 
words from theni. Furthermore, it 
is not my duty, before I decide 
whether to put a capital letter on | 
Jew, Hebrew, Latin, Iroquois, 
Sioux, first to find out whether 
those words are derived from and 
whether there is a proper name 
somewhere back in their ancestry. 
The rule applies whether you know 
the derivation or not. |
